The Shockers are without the services of standout guard 
Calvin Bruton. Bruton severely sprained an ankle against 
BYU and was averaging 18 points-a-game going into that 
contest. 


“I am very encouraged on the progress our basketball 
team is making,” Miller said. “I feel by midseason we should 
have a very good ball club. But by the end of the year we 
should have an outstanding team.
